DON’T APPEAL 


Government Wants Big Acre- 
. age to Make Aeroplane 
Motor Oil 


The Government has sent out an ap­ 
peal to fanners all over the country 
to grow castor beans, from the beans 
of which the Government prolapses to 
make aeroplane motor oil. Altogether 
the Government needs I OO, CK to acres of 
the beans. 
One of the circular letters 
has been received by the local exemp­ 
tion board. 
The growing of castor beans has 
been tried in Grange county. 
True, 
it wan many years ago, and the coun­ 
ty has the castor beans with it yet. 
They are considered somewhat of a 
pest, and ranchers have been sorry in­ 
deed for that industry which in the 
early eighties was considered here as 
an industry’ with a future to it. 
“Yes. 
we 
used 
to 
grow 
castor 
beam,’ said C. E. Parker of the Or­ 
ange County Title Company. 
“The 
first two or three years we made good 
money out of them, but things got so 
there was no price, and we quit. 
The 
trouble was that there was but one 
market. After we got the beans sack­ 
ed we hauled them to Anaheim Land­ 
ing. took them out in a lighter and 
shipped them to San Francisco, and 
the man there sent them back East. 
“All of the Shaffer ranch on North 
Main street was planted 
to 
castor 
l»eans two or three yearn after Tom 
Shafter bought it. 
There was quite a 
lot of them planted here. They grow 
ail right here. 
in fact, they will be­ 
come small trees if left alone. There 
are lots of 
difficulties 
in 
handling 
them. 
The hunches ot 
bean 
ik h I s 
have got to be cut at the right time, 
else they will imp open. 
“We used to spread the bunches of 
pods out oil a drying ground. As they 
dried they would pop open. 
One big 
trouble with growing them here 
it- 
tliat if along conies a heavy fog or a 
rain, the pods glue up and won t pop 
open again no muter how hot the sun 
gets, and tile separation of the beans 
from the pods becomes some job. 
"In those days we all concluder: that 
(astor beans as a crop was mighty 


hard on the land, and we think so yet.’’ 
“Another thing that is against cas­ 
tor beans here," said Frank Ey, who 
well remembers some good-sized cas­ 
tor bean acreages near Anaheim, “is 
that. once you grow them you will be 
forever getting rid of them. 
There is 
lots of land in the country not valu­ 
able for other crops that ought to pro­ 
duce all the castor beans wanted. Our 
land here is much too valuable now and 
more productive for other crops need­ 
ed by the Government to grow castor 
beams.” 
In talking of the possibility of cas­ 
tor beans as a crop, Dr. D. F. Royer, 
member of the exemption board, said 
that he believed thac if a person were 
properly equipped he could make good 
money growing castor beans, ginseng, 
golden seal and nightshade, in this 
section. 
With the war on those prod­ 
ucts have gone up in price to drug­ 
gists. Nightshade is considered a pest; 
in this country. Once it gets its roots 
under an orange tree it is almost im- j 
possible to get rid of it. 
S. W. Nau, secretary of the exemp­ 
tion board, said that it has been cost­ 
ing about $5 a year to grub out an 
annual erop of 
castor 
beans 
that 
springs up along a row of eucalyptuH 
trees adjoining an orchard at Tustin.

Factory Manager Optimistic 
As to Beet Planting For 
1918 Season 


T h at some of the 
beet-smear 
com-' 
panics of California have 
signed 
or 
will sign up IOO per cent of th e acre­ 
age of the past season, and th a t the 
general average will be between 80 
and OO per cent of the acreage of last 
season, is the statem ent of C. A. John­ 
son, m anager of the two naigar fac­ 
tories a t Santa Ana and one at Hunt­ 
ington Beach. 
Johnson is very optimistic as to the 
acreage 
situation, 
and 
anticipates 
practically a normal run for the fac­ 
tories of the state. 
“The situation is giving us no par­ 
ticular concern,” 
declared 
Johnson. 
“ We feel certain that we will have 
plenty of beets to slice 
during 
the 
1918 seei on. W ith the acreage we will 
have, and the possibility of good crops, 
our tonnage should be nearly equal to 
past seasons. There is every probabili­ 
ty th a t we will have plenty of rain, 
despite the fact th at we have had none 
so far this season. 
“The time for planting has not pas«~ 
ed by any means, and 
good 
crops 
have been known to result from plant­ 
ings as late as J,une. 
“W ith tile alkali lands, planting at 
this tim e is going on, and farm ers of 
these kinds of lands should not delay 
planting. The man who plants early 
ha<- a big advantage over the man who 
waits until after the first rains to sow 
his seed. 
“Seed planted in the dry alkali lands 
will lie dorm ant until the first rains. 
Should the rains be late and heavy, 
the man who has failed to plant on 
these lands will have difficulty in get­ 
ting on the ground to plant It in time 
to insure a good crop.” 
Johnson also cays that th e sugar 
companies have the 
labor

well in hand, and that they are prepar­ 
ed for any

“W e have a working agreement with
